Safety First!

= Talk to children about not responding to
offensive or dangerous e-mail, chat, or other
communications. Report any such commu-
nications to local law enforcement. Do not
delete the offensive or dangerous e-mail;
turn off the monitor, and contact local law
enforcement.

= Keep the computer in the family room or
another open area of your home and be
aware of other computers your child may be

using.

= Get infomed about computers and the
Internet.

= Have children show you what they can do
online and visit their favorite sites.

= Know who your
children are exchanging
e-mail with, and only let
them use chat areas
where you can supetrvise.

= Limit the use of blogs and web pages.

As pedophiles become desensitized to the hor-
rors contained in the images, the images are
increasingly becoming more violent and graphic
and often with extremely young children.

This trend is also increasing an offender’s
interest into the production of child pornography
and child molestation. With digital cameras,
computers and the internet, this has become an
easy industry in which to participate. The mea-
sures taken to this point have not done enough
to lessen this form of child molestation. Itis now

nothing short of an epidemic.
